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ARSENAL 6 SAINTS 1: Saints’frail backline 

NIGEL'S MEN

SAINTS are without a 
Premier League point after 
four games following a 6-1 
humbling at Arsenal. 

Nigel Adkins’ men were 
overwhelmed in the first half 
of the club’s first visit to the 
Emirates Stadium, with the 
Gunners scoring three goals in 
a seven minute spell to effec¬ 
tively end the game as a con¬ 
test before the half time whis¬ 
tle. 

The defeat makes it four loss¬ 
es from four for Saints who 
now have a massive game 
against Aston Villa at St 
Mary’s up next. 

Saints made a bright start to 
the game with James Ward- 
Prowse the first to get a shot 
away after a through ball from 
Adam Lallana but he saw his 
effort blocked. 

Up the other end Lukas 
Podolski drilled a 25-yard shot 
at goal but it was straight 
down the middle and Kelvin 
Davis was able to save. 

Arsenal came close again as 
Santi Cozorla nicked a shot 
over the bar after Alex Oxlade- 
Chamberlain had got down the

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right and whipped in a low 
cross. 

The Gunners were really 
looking to play a lot down their 
right side with Oxlade- 
Chamberlain running at 
Danny Fox every time he got 
the ball. 

But when Arsenal made the 
breakthrough after just 11 
minutes it came down the left. 

Podolski robbed 

Schneiderlin of the ball in the 
centre of midfield, pushed on 
and quickly set Kieran Gibbs 
in down the left. 

His low drilled shot was 
saved by Kelvin Davis and 
broke into the centre of the six 
yard box, where Jos Hooiveld 
was unable to sort out his feet 
quickly enough and prevent 
the ball hitting his shin and 
dribbling into his own net for 
1-0. Saints were fortunate not 


to fall further behind on 20 
minutes when Kelvin Davis 
came for a corner but spilt the 
ball, Francis Coquelin lifted it 
back in and Per Mertesacker’s 
header was at a nice height for 
the Saints keeper who held on 
diving to his left. 

Arsenal were threatening to 
run riot and Gervinho was the 
next to get in a header, but his 
went over the bar. 

For Saints it was a case of 
trying to weather the storm 
and keep the deficit to just one 
to keep themselves in the game 
and hope for better things to 
come. 

Gervinho was obviously feel¬ 
ing confident as he had anoth¬ 
er shot on 25 minutes that 
whistled just wide. 

Saints made a first change 
after just 28 minutes with 
Maya Yoshida coming on for

his debut and Hooiveld coming 
off with a calf injury. 

It didn’t take long for Arsenal 
to add another though, with 
the score becoming 2-0 on 31 
minutes. 

Steven Davis gave away a 
central free kick 25 yards out 
which Podolski struck left 
footed off of a two step run up. 

He got it up and over the wall 
and Kelvin Davis was not able 
to get across to his right quick 
enough to get anything on it. 

It got even worse four min¬ 
utes later as Arsenal made it 3- 
0. 

Yoshida got sucked out of 
position to allow Gervinho to 
turn in-between him and Fox 
and get in behind, Mikel 
Arteta measured a chipped 
ball into his path and the strik¬ 
er drilled a low half volley past 
Kelvin Davis at the near post. 

And that wasn’t the end of 
the scoring as yet another flew 
into the Saints net on 37 min¬ 
utes. 

Gervinho played the ball to 
Gibbs out on the left and his 
low first time cross was met by 
Nathaniel Clyne, who attempt¬ 
ed to clear but only saw his 
sliced slash at the ball fly 
towards his own goal and beat 
the helpless Kelvin Davis at 
the near post. 

Saints had shipped three 
goals in six minutes to sudden¬ 
ly trail 4-0. 

Mertesacker put one more 
header over the bar before 
Saints were gifted a goal in 
first half stoppage time. 
Jason Puncheon lifted 
in a cross from the right 
that looked easy pick¬ 
ings for Arsenal keep¬ 
er Wojciech Szczesny 
but he inexplicably 
spilt the ball under 
no pressure at all 
and it presented 
Fox with a simple 
chance to volley 
home to make the 
scoreline 4-1 at half time. 

Saints made a half time 
change with Gaston Ramirez 
making his Saints bow in place 
of Steven Davis with the new 
man playing in the hole as 
Adkins tinkered with his for¬ 
mation slightly. Ramirez got in

an early effort at goal from 
outside the area but it was 
straight at Szczesny who duly 
saved. 

The Uruguayan also caused a 
problem as he dragged a shot 
from distance towards the far 
post where Rickie Lambert 
slid in to meet it but his con¬ 
nection took the ball wide. 

Oxlade-Chamberlain thought 
he might notch up a goal 
against his old club as 
Gervinho got to the left by-line 
and attempted to pick him out 
but the cut back took a slight 
nick and just cannoned off the 
former Saint who could only 
watch the ball go wide. 

Puncheon unleashed an 
effort on 67 minutes from out¬ 
side the area but it went well 
over the bar. 

Arsenal made a first change 
with Aaron Ramsey replacing 
Coquelin. 

The game was certainly a lot 


less eventful than in the first 
half. 

Arsenal had taken their foot 
off the gas a little and the 
change in formation and per¬ 
sonnel from Saints had seen 
them start to keep their share 
of the possession. 

However, the Gunners were 
always a danger and bagged a 
fifth goal on 71 minutes. 

Ramsey got on the outside of 
Clyne and flicked a shot across 
Kelvin Davis with the outside 
of his boot. It cannoned back 
off the far post and Gervinho 
was there to turn home from 
close range. 

Kelvin Davis stopped it get¬ 
ting any worse with a strong 
save to turn away a fierce 
drive from Oxlade- 
Chamberlain. 

Arsenal made a double 
change with Theo Walcott and 
Olivier Giroud coming on for 
Gervinho and Podolski. And 


Saints responded with their 
final change with Jay 
Rodriguez coming on for 
Lambert. 

Ramirez continued to look 
lively and drifted off to collect 
the ball, turned inside and 
fired wide from 20 yards. 

But it was Arsenal who had 
the last laugh as they bagged 
another goal with two minutes 
remaining. 

Tomas Vermaelen’s shot was 
parried by Kelvin Davis and 
the ball broke kindly for 
Walcott and the former Saint 
guided a side footed effort into 
the net from 12 yards out. 

Puncheon did force Szczesny 
into a save before Kelvin Davis 
made a sprawling stop to keep 
out Oxlade-Chamberlain again 
but when the whistle went it 
was a convincing 6-1 win for 
the Gunners with Saints still 
searching for a point back in 
the top flight.

New boys

THE reinforcements have 
arrived for Saints, but they 
could do little to help at 
Arsenal. 

Supporters got a first glimpse of 
club-record signing Gaston 
Ramirez, as well as Maya 
Yoshida, at the Emirates 
Stadium this afternoon. 

By the time £12m forward 
Ramirez had made it onto the 
pitch, though, the visiting fans 
would have been forgiven for 
already having averted their 
gaze. 

Arsenal swarmed over their 
opponents from the opening 
whistle, racing into a 4-0 lead 
that was no unfair reflection of 
proceedings, before Wojciech 
Szczesny gifted Saints a goal to at 
least give Nigel Adkins’ side 
something to cling to at half¬ 
time. 

Ramirez was introduced at the 
break, with the visitors already 
chasing a lost cause. 

He displayed some flashes of 
his impressive ability, swiping 
the ball away from Kieran Gibbs 
on the edge of the area, before 
skidding a left foot shot into the 
arms of Szczesny. 

The Uruguayan tried his luck 
from distance shortly after¬ 
wards, and nearly got extremely 
fortunate, dragging a weak shot 
straight into the path of Rickie 
Lambert at the back post, but the 
striker could only slide in and 
divert the ball wide. 

The close control and the man¬ 
ner in which the rangy Ramirez 
appears to almost glide across 
the turf certainly gave cause for 
some modicum of encourage¬ 
ment. 

But there was little else positive 
for the visitors to grasp on to, as 
they were ripped to shreds by the 
Gunners’ attack. 

Questions will certainly be 
asked now as to why so much has 
been invested on the squad in 
attacking areas, while rather less 
has been ploughed in at the back. 

Arsenal’s speed and technical 



ability was so overwhelming. 

Yoshida certainly had a rocky 
start to life in a Saints’ shirt. 

Sent on in the 28th minute to 
replace Jos Hooiveld, who was 
forced off with a calf injury, 
Saints were already 1-0 down due 
to the Dutchman’s own goal. 

The Japan international’s first 
touch then saw him slice a rou¬ 
tine clearance behind for a cor¬ 
ner. 

After Lukas Podolski curled in 
a sublime free-kick, Yoshida was 


exposed by Gervinho, who spun 
in behind him, latched on to 
Mikel Arteta’s through ball and 
blasted past Kelvin Davis. 3-0. 

The fourth arrived as the unfor¬ 
tunate Nathaniel Clyne diverted 
Gibbs’ delivery past his keeper, 
before Danny Fox pounced as 
Szczesny dropped Jason 
Puncheon’s cross. 

The goal was the only bright 
moment of the day for any of the 
Saints back line. 

It at least gave the visiting fans

a bit more oomph in their chorus 
of “We’re going to win 5-4”. 

Saints certainly had a better 
grip of the game in the second 
half, but that might have been as 
much to do with the hosts taking 
their foot off the gas as any seri¬ 
ous improvement from Adkins’ 
men. 

As if to ram home that point, 
Arsenal stepped on the accelera¬ 
tor in the closing stages. 

Gervinho tapped home the fifth, 
after Aaron Ramsey had skipped 


past Clyne and hit the post. Davis 
had to make a good save to deny 
St Mary’s old boy Alex Oxlade- 
Chamberlain, who was a menace 
throughout. 

But the Saints alumni couldn’t 
be kept out entirely, as substitute 
Theo Walcott slammed home a 
sixth. Saints’ academy graduate 
chose not to celebrate against his 
old side. 

Fitting really, since there was 
little for anyone with a Saints’ 
connection to cheer here. 


Boss stays 
positive 
despite six 
of the best 

NIGEL Adkins admitted his 
side gave Arsenal the ball 
too cheaply at times and 
were punished for it as 
they were routed 6-1 at the 
Emirates Stadium. 

The defeat to the Gunners 
means it is four defeats 
from four back in the top 
flight for Saints but Adkins 
remains upbeat. 

The 
Saints 
boss, pic¬ 
tured, 
said: “I 
thought 
we actu¬ 
ally start¬ 
ed the 
first five 
minutes 
all right, 
where we 
actually 
kept good 
posses¬ 
sion of 
the ball. 

“That was 
one of 
things we 
looked to 
do because we know 
Arsenal keep the ball better 
than anybody in the divi¬ 
sion. 

“But giving the ball away 
cheaply probably led to the 
first goal. 

“If you give the ball away 
anywhere it gives the oppo¬ 
sition an upper hand. 

“We will analyse the goals 
ourselves and there is 
probably things we think 
we could have done better 
on.”

Well done for picking our Adam. How, 
Roy, what about Rickie Lambert...? 


WITH no domestic top flight 
games, our attention this 
week turned to international 
football. 

Could the national sides main¬ 
tain the Olympic feel good factor? 

Of course they couldn’t, but 
there was enough in the win and 
the draw to give us all that damned 
faint hope that better days are 
around the corner. 

Roy Hodgson’s team selection 
may be the most important one in 
years, for no other reason than the 
inclusion of Adam Lallana in the 
squad. 

On a day that Peter Crouch effec¬ 
tively banished himself of the 
England squad, it was refreshing 
to see Adam get the call up. 

Hodgson had apparently been 
monitoring Lallana for some time 
and had looked at him as prospec¬ 
tive transfer target when at 
Fulham and West Brom . 

It does, however, make you won¬ 
der why it took three games in the 
Premier League for Lallana to get 
that England call up? 

Is this country so obsessed with 
football league status when it 
comes to the national side? 

Did Hodgson suddenly 
see something in those 
three games that 
gave him a “road to 
Damascus” moment 
and realise that this 
young Southampton footballer 
had what it takes. 

Or was it that he couldn’t include 
a Championship player without 
suffering ridicule? 

It brings us back to a subject I 
raised a few months ago in regards 
to Rickie Lambert. 

We all have plastic football fan 
friends. 

You know the type. They might 
possess a replica top for a top six 
side but you know they’ve never 
seen a live game in their life and 
they probably couldn’t name their 
club’s four stands for love nor 


money. 

If you had asked your plastic 
mate about Rickie Lambert play¬ 
ing for England, chances are you’d 
be roundly ridiculed. 

How could a Championship play¬ 
er possibly play for England? 

They’d have no doubt told you 
how Andy Carroll would be a bet¬ 
ter bet, conveniently forgetting 
that Lambert’s goalscoring record 
at Championship level completely 
eclipsed Carroll’s. 

They’ll no doubt have never seen 
Rickie play, they’ve probably not 
even seen Carroll play, but why let 
that stand in the way of an argu¬ 
ment? 

The truth is that the 
only difference between 
Andy Carroll and Rickie 
Lambert, apart from age, is one 
full season in the Premiership. 

Lambert is already amongst the 
top goal scorers in the 
Premiership.

Providing he plays regularly, the 
smart money is on him scoring 15 
goals this season, more than 
Carroll scored for Newcastle in his 
first season in the top flight. 

You’re either a natural goal scor¬ 
er or you’re not and at every level 
he’s played Rickie Lambert has 
performed week in, week out. 

For my money, there’s no finer 
goal scorer in the country. 

Rickie Lambert scores goals, it’s 
as simple as that. 

Along with Norwich, Saints had 
the most Englishmen in the start¬ 
ing line up for the last round of 
Premier League games. 

Manchester City had three, 
Manchester United had two and 
Wigan didn’t have any. 

You might argue that stat might 
show our weaknesses. 

I’d counter it by saying that 
Saints are leading the way for¬ 
ward. 

Our Academy 
is one of the 
best in the 
country, if not 
the best, and 
there was 
every possi¬ 
bility that 
this week’s 
international 
games could 
have seen 
four former 
Academy play¬ 
ers involved with 
Lallana, Walcott, 
Oxlade Chamberlain 

and Bale. 

Lallana’s inclusion is a massive 
boost for Saints, for no other rea¬ 
son than it shows that you don’t 
have to play for a top six side to 
fulfil your international ambi¬ 
tions. 

It also is a massive compliment 
towards everything Nigel Adkins 
and Nicola Cortese are planning. 

That despite what current trends 
are showing, the way forward is 
with homegrown players. 

Is this the first tentative step 
towards a bright new future for 
England? Of course not. The 
moment any player from a less 
glamorous club screws up we’ll be 
back to the usual suspects. 

But you can’t help but think that 
for England to move forward as a 
nation, you need to have a mix of 
desire and ability. 

I’ve yet to see that raw passion to 
play for your country in so many 
players since the Premier League 
began, and I doubt I will do for 
quite a while. 

We’ll no doubt get suckered in by 
a few wins and yet again start 
believing that against all odds, and 
form guides and common sense, 
England can win something. 

In the meantime I’ll just take 
huge pride in the fact Adam 
Lallana got what he so richly 
deserved... 

Now Roy, about Rickie 
Lambert.... 
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AFTER cantering to a 5-0 win 
in Moldova, Roy Hodgson and 
England have come to realise 
that Group H in the World Cup 
qualifiers may not be the 
pushover everyone expected 
when the draw was made. 

Ukraine showed their mettle 
with a satisfying 1-1 draw at 
Wembley in midweek and looked 
dangerous opponents. 

Throw in Poland, a team that 
have caused England problems 
in the past, and it suggests the 
margins for success have nar¬ 
rowed. 

I would also take issue with 
Hodgson’s suggestion that 
England, apart from the first 15 
minutes, dominated proceedings 
against Ukraine. 

I know I am a long way away in 
South Africa, but from where I 
was sitting this was definitely not 
the case in the first 45 minutes. 

England lacked conviction and 
for long periods it was an unin¬ 
spired slog. 


Granted, Hodgson had correct¬ 
ly stated that England were short 
of at least ten players due to ill¬ 
ness and injury, which meant the 
inexperienced Alex Oxlade- 
Chamberlain and Tom 
Cleverley, who dominated 
proceedings against 
Moldova, were expect¬ 
ed to produce the 
goods against 
Ukraine. 

Unfortunately, 

I thought they W J 
looked exactly W. 
what they are. 

Although talent¬ 
ed, Oxlade- 

Chamberlain is still 
a work in progress. 

Cleverley, who had 
started just eight 
Premier League 
games, was being 
compared to 

Barcelona’s Cesc 
Fabregas. How 
ridiculous. 

Fabregas, a World 
Cup and European 
Championship win¬ 


ner, and a veteran of more than 
260 games for Arsenal, is player 
of genuine class in world foot¬ 
ball. 

Such comparisons are extreme¬ 
ly premature and will do the 
Manchester United player no 
favours. 

Having watched 

Cleverley against 
Southampton, I 
came away 
with the 
f impression 
that he is a use¬ 
ful player, but I 
expected a bit more 
from the 23-year-old. 

Of course, England 
should take some credit 
for coming from behind to 
snatch a draw. 

Yevgeni Konoplianka’s 
brilliant opening goal 
from 25 yards had put 
Ukraine on the front 
foot. 

A dubious decision 
had earlier robbed 
Jermain Defoe of an 
goal and further 


chances were made and missed, 
with England hitting the post on 
three other occasions before the 
ever-reliable Frank Lampard 
scored the all-important penalty 
to earn a point, which I believe 
was a real bonus after playing so 
poorly. 

The way Ukraine celebrated 
after the match showed that they 
realised this was a big result for 
them, and with a little luck that 
they may have had more than 
just the one point. 

England’s next qualifier is on 
October 12, when they host min¬ 
nows San Marino, who were 
beaten 6-0 at home by 
Montengero on Tuesday. 

Four days later, England travel 
to Poland, who drew 2-2 with 
Montenegro before beating 
Moldova 2-0. 

While England will have no 
problems with San Marino, a trip 
to Poland could be difficult and a 
loss would put further strain on 
Hodgson’s side. 

Although, by the October dates, 
all the missing players should 
hopefully be fit and healthy. 


Arsenal 
have to 
now face 
the facts 


IN the modern game, there is 
very little room for sentimentality. 
Yet we are told that the Arsenal 
board are to offer Arsene 
Wenger an extension to his cur¬ 
rent deal. 

The 62-year-old, who is under 
contract until 2014, hasn’t won a 
major trophy since the 2005 FA 
Cup and, unfortunately, hasn’t 
been able to find a winning solu¬ 
tion to the problem. 

In an era where winning is 
everything, Wenger’s ability to 
finish in the top four and qualify 
for the 
Champions 
League 
seems to be 
a priority, 
rather than 
to battle and 
compete 
with the 
likes of 
Manchester 
United, 

Manchester 
City and 
Chelsea for 
the Premier 
League title. 

The club’s 
inability to 
hold onto 
their top 
players is 
also a bone ARSENE WENGER 
of contention 

among Arsenal’s supporters 
who, like the players that have 
left, have become frustrated at 
not competing for top honours. 
Chief executive Ivan Gazidis 
has said that Wenger remains 
the right man for the job and 
the best man to lead them for¬ 
ward. 

Wenger is still regarded as 
Arsenal’s greatest ever manag¬ 
er, after leading them to three 
Premier League titles and four 
FA Cups since arriving in north 
London in 1996. 

Perhaps the current crop of 
players may reflect on a case of 
double standards, with players 
having to wait until the final 
year of their deals to find out 
whether they will be offered a 
new contract or an extension to 
their current one. 

This may well be a defining 
season for Wenger, and failure 
to bring in any silverware may 
force a rethink on his position. 
Now, how many seasons have I 
said that? 
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September 16 2000 
Saints 2 Newcastle United 0 

Marian Pahars stole the show with a 
two-goal performance to help Saints 
to a 2-0 win against Alan Shearer’S 
Newcastle. It was Saints’ first win of 
the season at the sixth attempt. 


September 17 1949 
Leeds United 1 Saints 2 

A two-goal burst in the opening 15 
minutes from Charlie Wayman helped 
Saints win at Elland Road. It was a 
start of a 13-game unbeaten run 
which lasted until Christmas Eve. 


September 17 1984 
Saints 3 Man United 0 

A rare two-goal display from Steve 
Williams led Saints to a memorable 
win, David Armstrong chipping in 
with the third. 


September 1 1965 
Saints 9 Wolves 3 

Martin Chivers grabbed four in a 
remarkable game at The Dell. 

Terry Paine and John Sydenham 
both scored twice in what remains 
Saints’ record league victory. George 
O’Brien also netted.

September 18 2011 
Saints 4 Birmingham 1 

Nigel Adkins celebrated a year in 
charge with a victory that took Saints 
back to the top of the Championship. 
The win, a club-record 13th consecu¬ 
tive home victory, was gained 
through goals from Rickie Lambert 
(penalty), Guly do Prado, Adam 
Lallana and Richard Chaplow, pic¬ 
tured above scoring. 


September 19 1959 
Saints 5 Mansfield Town 2 

Derek Reeves’ hat-trick led Saints to 
a five-star show against Mansfield, 
with George O’Brien and Tommy 
Mulgrew also on target. 

Reeves would finish the season 
with 39 goals in 46 league games as 
Saints finished top of Division 3, their 
first post-war promotion. 


September 19 2009 
Saints 2 Yeovil Town 0 

Saints claimed their first League 1 
win of the season thanks to Rickie 
Lambert’s two penalties. 


September 20 2003 
Tottenham 1 Saints 3 

A James Beattie double led Saints to 
an impressive win at White Hart Lane. 
Anthony Gardner’s own goal added a 
third for Saints against a Spurs side 
who would sack ex-Dell boss Glenn 
Hoddle the following day. 


SAINTS fan and Daily Echo 
website editor DAN KERINS 
looks back at the club's sum¬ 
mer transfer window busi¬ 
ness. 

Overall, were you happy with 
Saints’ transfer window sign¬ 
ings? If not, why? 

The window has left us top heavy. 
The individual players themselves 
seem like good purchases, but when 
seen in the context of the squad, it 
seems a little odd to have gone after 
so much attacking talent without 
actually bolstering the defence. 

Were you expecting Saints to 
spend as much as they did - 
almost £30m? 

It was either going to be a frugal 
window or an extravagant one, so I 
can’t say I’m overly surprised. 

Once we signed Rodriguez for 
£6m, the possibility of going big was 
always on the cards. 

Being linked with Ramirez and 
Walcott seemed odd at the time, but 
looking back it does look like the 
club was on the look-out for a land¬ 
mark signing for big money, proba¬ 
bly to try to make some sort of state¬ 
ment. 

Did you ever think you’d see 
the day when Saints signed a 
player for around £12m? 

Well, with inflation, it had to come 
one day - although I didn’t think it 
would be just three years after 
administration. 

Talking about inflation, in terms 
of inflation in the real world, 
Delap’s fee would be around £5m 
today. 

If you consider how much income 
for Premier League clubs has 
increased since 2001, £12m isn’t 
really much more extravagant than 
Delap’s purchase 11 years ago. 

Do you think Saints needed to 
sign Gaston Ramirez, given the 
players already in the squad? 

They needed an out-and-out 
winger, a role which Ramirez seems 
accustomed to. 

I’ve been annoyed by us playing 
£6m for a 6ft 1 centre forward, only 
to stick him out on the wing in an 
alien formation, so hopefully that 
will be addressed by Ramirez’s sign¬ 
ing. 

Do you think Saints needed to 
sign Emmanuel Mayuka, given 
the players already in the 
squad? 

Apparently he has pace, which is 
an attribute that is lacking in the 
squad, but whether or not he can 
play out wide, I’ve yet to see. 

When he came on against 
Manchester United, he was playing 
through the middle, up against 
Vidic and Ferdinand, who are about 
six inches taller than him - a non¬ 
sensical situation. 

I’d imagine we’ll see him on the 
wing, with Lambert in the middle. 

Whether or not he’s in contention 
to start regularly, though, I’m not 


At the moment, the squad is built 
too much towards attack, attack, 
attack, and doesn’t know how to 
deal with intense pressure from the 
other side when they are throwing 
the kitchen sink at them. 

Were you worried that Rickie 
Lambert would leave, after he 
was linked to Aston Villa? 

It was so illogical from a Saints 
point of view, I was very worried - 
over the years we’ve always man- 


me, for the simple fact 
Nigel Quashie has bags 
of it, but was still rele¬ 
gated loads of times. 
A bit of nous - 
especially defen¬ 
sively - would be 
beneficial, though.

Because we had so many forwards 
going into the last day of the win¬ 
dow, something had to give, which 
is where the fear of losing Lambert 
came from. Thankfully, he’s still 
here. 

Are you happy that there is no 
real experience in the goalkeep¬ 
ing department should Kelvin 
Davis lose form or gets injured? 

Not really. I’ve never seen 


Cropper or Gazzaniga play, so I 
can’t judge them on their abili- 

ty. < 

I’d have liked us to get someone 
like Craig Gordon or even 
Richard Wright in - not to replace 
Davis, put to provide real competi¬ 
tion and, should Davis need to be 
left out for whatever reason, there 
would be a bit of know-how behind 
the back-four. 

Goalkeeper is a position you need 
to have confidence in. 




Rightly or wrongly, it’s hard to 
have, at the moment, in youngsters 
who have not yet had a chance to 
prove themselves, so by bringing in 
an older head, it would have 
relieved some of that pressure. 

Were the departures of Billy 
Sharp and Dean Hammond a 
surprise? 

Hammond, not really. His com¬ 
plete absence from the squads thus 
far had kind of shown that the writ¬ 
ing was on the wall. 

Sharp was a surprise - there are 
other players I would have thought 
were more likely to leave and, per¬ 
haps, I would have preferred to 
leave. 

Are you happy with the squad 
Nigel Adkins now has? 

I guess so - although we are wor- 
ryingly thin on the ground defen¬ 
sively. 

There’s no depth whatsoever 
beyond the central pairing. 

Has Adkins got his tactics right 
so far, playing with just one cen¬ 
tral striker? What tactics would 
you like to have seen instead (ie, 
playing Rodriguez up front 
alongside Lambert) 

Against Wigan, I felt the 4-3-3 was 
holding us back. 

We were narrow and pedestrian 
and, without a lot of cover from the 
wings, Fox and Clyne weren’t able 
to get forward enough. 

Against Manchester United, the 
balance was much better. 

Playing Rodriguez on the wing is a 
waste of him as a player. 

He should be in the middle, 
ahead of Guly and Mayuka, 
neither of whom are the 
players who will be able 
to hold the ball up any¬ 
thing like the manner in 
which Lambert can, 
whereas Rodriguez looks 
like he can play that role. 
Personally, I think 4-4-2 
worked so well, we’ve been 
stupid to ditch it. 

Systems should be employed to 
bring out the best of the attributes 
the players have, not imposed upon 
players. 

Do you think Saints are good 
enough to stay up? Which 
teams would you expect to 
struggle to avoid relega- 
i tion? 

Depends which Saints turn 
up. If it’s the Saints that 
played City and United, 
then yes. 

If it’s the team that 
looked devoid of ideas and a 
cutting edge against Wigan, 
then no. 

Norwich and Villa are obvious 
candidates for a long hard season, 
and QPR might not really deliver 
the return on investment that 
might be expected. 

But as ever, you could easily make 
a case for about 10 teams to be 
involved in a relegation battle.

PAUL SCHOLES scored on his 
700th Manchester United appear¬ 
ance and Alexander Buttner and 
Nick Powell netted on their Red 
Devils debuts in a 4-0 Premier 
League win over Wigan at Old 
Trafford. 

Veteran midfielder Scholes, 
oictured, converted from close 
range in the 51st minute before 
Mexican striker Javier Hernandez 
added United’s second from 
Buttner’s assist 12 minutes later. 

Dutch defender Buttner, signed 
last month from Vitesse Arnhem, 
extended the lead with an 
impressive solo effort in the 66th 
minute, and Powell, a summer 
arrival from Crewe, added a 
fourth in the 82nd minute having 
come off the bench.

SEAN O’Driscoll will be hop¬ 
ing the ex-Saints connection 
and Middle Eastern cash can 
help Nottingham Forest 
return to the Premier 
League. 

O’Driscoll was unveiled as 
Steve Cotterill’s successor at the 
City Ground back in the sum¬ 
mer. 

The ex-Cherries boss quit his 
job at Crawley, where he had 
only been in charge two months, 
to return to Forest. 

O’Driscoll, who coached at the 
club under Cotterill last season, 
was appointed by mega-rich 
owners the Al-Hasawi family. 

The Kuwaitis only took control 
in June, but have shown they 
mean business by sanctioned 11 
new arrivals. 

Two of the first five signings 
were Saints defender Dan 
Harding and his former St 
Mary’s team-mate Simon Gillett. 

The last one was another 
Saint, striker Billy Sharp, who 
made a surprise transfer win¬ 
dow deadline day move to The 
City Ground after falling well 
down the St Mary’s pecking 
order. 

Those three joined two more 
ex-Saints who were already at 
the club when former long-serv¬ 
ing Cherries boss O’Driscoll 
arrived, strikers Dexter 
Blackstock and David 
McGoldrick. 

In the same way it was no sur¬ 
prise when Nigel Adkins signed 
Sharp, having previously 
worked with the striker at 
Scunthorpe, so it was the case 
with O’Driscoll. 

After all, he was the manager 
who signed Sharp for Doncaster. 

He also signed Gillett for 



Rovers, and given that he once 
took the midfielder on loan 
while at Cherries he has now 
signed him for a third time. 

Gillett impressed his manager 
during Forest’s 2-1 home win 
over Charlton on September 1. 

Sharp made his debut, just a 
day after joining, when he came 
off the bench. 

Hopes are now high at Forest 
that they can challenge for pro¬ 
motion. 

With West Bromwich Albion’s 
Simon Cox having recently 
joined, the Tricky Trees certain¬ 
ly have goal threats. 

Sharp and Blackstock are 
proven second tier scorers while 
Cox netted 10 goals in his only 
full season in the Championship 
for West Brom during their 
2009/10 promotion

Despite high profile signings 
like Sharp and Cox, it was 
Gillett who received the praise 
after the 2-1 win over Charlton.

“He (Gillett) was our best play¬ 
er,” said O’Driscoll of the player 
who turned out for Portsmouth 
in pre-season friendlies. 

“He's the type who goes under 
the radar but provides so much. 

“The attention might be on the 
big signings we have made but 
he provides that bit of glue that 
is essential. 

“Every side needs a player like 
him because he allows other 
things to happen.” 

Blackstock ended last season 
as Forest’s second top scorer in 
the Championship with eight 
goals. He didn’t play until 
December, making his return 
after a year out with a serious 
knee injury. 

As for McGoldrick, who was 
Saints’ top league scorer when 
they went down from the second 
tier in 2008/09, he was restricted 
to nine league appearances, 
where he failed to score. 

He is now on loan at League 1 
club Coventry City.

my beloved Coventry! 






MARKUS Haber wasn’t a 
name I was completely 
familiar with, that was 
until about 2:30pm last 
Sunday. 

Haber, a striker for 
Stevenage, popped up and 
headed his side in front, a lead 
they kept and three points they 
claimed. 

They beat Coventry City, my 
team, on our own patch. 

If there is any more chasms we 
can fall into then please don’t point 

f us to them. 

We are at our lowest point now, or 

so I hope. 

For as long as I remember, I’ve lived 
Coventry City FC. 

Growing up a stone’s throw from 
what is now the plush Ricoh Arena, 
and in the haze of the 1987 FA Cup win, 
it was a given I’d follow my dad up to 
the old building which was Highfield 
Road. 

I’d also learn the names of the eleven 
who paraded the trophy round 
Wembley and the name of the ‘man 
with the chin’ because he was impor¬ 
tant for the club I watched on a 
Saturday afternoon. 

My first Coventry game was against 
Southampton at the old girl that was 
Highfield Road, in 1993. 

That correlation with Saints was 
accurate to the success of the two 
sides. 

From 1967 until the turn of the mil¬ 
lennia, the two clubs stood next to each 
other around the table of England's 
footballing finest. 

Both were relative newcomers to the 
top flight in the late 1960s.Coventry 
gained promotion to the old First 
Division for the first time in April 1967 
-12 months later than Saints. 

As well as that, both clubs had their 
own revolutionaries to thank for 
where they found themselves. 

Coventry had Jimmy Hill; 
Southampton had Ted Bates. 

It took the two men six and 13 years 
respectively to see the fruits of their 
labour come out in the glory of First 
Division football. 

Forty five years on and both clubs sit 
on precariously different plateaus. 

Coventry, through years of misman¬ 
agement and after two relegations in 11 
years - after none in 34 before that - 
face the fight of scrapping their way 
out of League 1. 

They are looking for the second com¬ 
ing of the ‘Sky Blue Revolution’ and 
their next ‘Jimmy’. 

Southampton, meanwhile sit on the

top table, back after a seven-year 
famine and flush with the cash the cur¬ 
rent top flight landscape brings. 

It could well be a valid argument that 
the choppy waters in Coventry and the 
serenity Southampton currently oper¬ 
ate their business in comes down to 
one decision made by a London-based 
Hedge Fund in the last calls of 2007. 

SISU were looking for a way onto the 
football money train and subsequently 
locked on to Southampton. 

Six weeks after they first locked their 
glare on the Saints, SISU stumped the 
cash together and rode in to save the 
day. 

Only they did it 100 or so miles away. 

There was a reason to rejoice once 
more in Coventry as the local club was 
plucked from the jaws of oblivion. 


Southampton faced more questions 
on their future following the decision, 
in mid-December in 2007. 

The answer came in a surprising 
form of Markus Liebherr 18 months 
later. 

Since Liebherr emerged from the 
shadows to save Saints, Southampton 
has moved up through the gears. 

A precise plan in place and no over¬ 
stretching or hasty cuts to the playing 
staff has seen them move from 24th in 
League 1 three years ago to pitting 
their wits against the might of the two 
Manchester clubs in the Premier 
League. 

City, meanwhile, have never come 
close. 

A sense of ‘what if?’ more than any¬ 
thing blights the era under SISU as fine 
players have been plucked from obscu¬ 
rity and sold on for a clip of their accu¬ 
rate market value -Scott Dann, Danny 
Fox, Gael Bigirimana to name just 
three of note. 

They struggled to keep up above the 
waters in the second-tierand now sit in 
the lower reaches of League 1, without 
a win for over 100 days, at their lowest 
position since 1961 and pre-Jimmy Hill 
and managerless with the fans hoping 
that the ‘new guy’ is the guy. 

Three weeks since Andy Thorn was 
sacked and the club looking for their 
10th manager since relegation from the 
Premiership in 2001, the Sky Blue 
Army is purely a fan base looking for a 
glimmer of hope on a sparse horizon. 

Southampton, in stark contrast to 
their long-time rivals, are fresh after 
breaking their transfer record twice in 
one window, most recently with the 
coup of Bologna winger Gaston 
Ramirez. 

And who did City sign to whet the 
appetite for the months ahead? 

David McGoldrick. On loan. 

Nothing against the former Saints 
striker - he has, so far at least, 
impressed - but it's hardly a big splash. 

It’s the lay of the land now and to get 
back to the position to attract one of 
Europe’s finest talents is nowhere to be 
seen. 

The McGoldrick-Ramirez compari¬ 
son is the bit of gravel thrown in the 
pond. 

And it all comes back to the move of a 
desperate club in 2007 without proper 
due diligence done, from both parties it 
has to be said ... 

... and, off that, the calculated move 
made by a long-held rival who in the 
early part of the season have made 
trips to Man City and Arsenal whilst 
hosting Man United. 

Oh, hindsight is a wonderful thing ...

1999 - Won the Premier League golden 
boot for a second successive season,

WHEN the final whistle 
sounded at Wembley on 
Tuesday night, England 
manager Roy Hodgson 
blew out his cheeks and 
went on to admit his 
relief that England had 
managed to gain a point 
from Ukraine in a match 
they looked like losing. 

The England supporters? 

They stood and applauded England 
politely and generously off the field. 
No boos. No hisses of frustration. No 
venom. 

If anyone needed to know the 
whereabouts of the expectation levels 
for England football, they were cap¬ 
tured in those two cameos. 

The team might have been filled 
with young lads such as Alex Oxlade- 
Chamberlain, Tom Cleverley, Ryan 
Bertrand, Danny Welbeck and Daniel 
Sturridge, in their fledgling months 
on the international stage. 

But after decades of gung-ho patrio¬ 
tism and unrealistic hopes and 
dreams, the circus which follows 
England appeared to have grown up. 

No bad thing that. 

The conclusion, however, was that 
Hodgson has the toughest job of any 
England football manager in recent 
times. He has to blend a team com¬ 
prising men of ageing and slowing 
influence with players of callow 
youth but rich promise. 

He has to contend, too, with the fact 
that there is not a deep well of talent 
in reserve, the quality dropping off a 
cliff when key men are injured. 

Hodgson has to win matches with

pragmatism to get England through a 
tricky qualifying group for the World 
Cup in Brazil in 2014, while at the 
same time formulating a pattern of 
play with verve and creativity and 
sufficient panache to progress deep 
into the tournament itself. 

All of which were reasons why he 
pounded a relentlessly upbeat mes¬ 
sage from a decidedly disappointing 
1-1 result against Ukraine. 

“I was pleased with the way we kept 
playing our football, taking the game 
to them and creating chances,” said 
Hodgson. 

Dodged the question 

“In the end we fully deserved our 
equaliser so I suppose I’ll dodge the 
question whether it was a good per¬ 
formance or whatever and say that I 
was very pleased with the way the 
players went about their task.” 

Much better if he had not dodged 
the question. 

Much better if he had admitted that 
Joleon Lescott and Phil Jagielka are 
willing defenders but a tad short of 
the highest level when it comes to 
pace and distribution. 

Much better, too, if he had accepted 
that until England learn to keep the 
ball and control the rhythm and 
tempo of a match there is as much 
chance of them winning the World 
Cup as Nick Clegg winning the next 
general election. 

Delusion is a familiar bolthole of 


England managers, but you suspect 
deep down Hodgson knows the bot¬ 
tom line. 

It is that England possess exciting 
young players in attack full of 
promise but with the roughest of 
edges. 

They need an intelligent and disci¬ 
plined holding midfielder at all times 
to give them a more solid shape. 

They require energy and creativity 
in midfield. 

And they are desperate for a player 
with the special X-factor. 

The good news is that at some stage 
Hodgson will see the return of Scott 
Parker and Jack Wilshere in midfield 
and Ashley Cole and John Terry will 
make a difference at the back. 

Yet, when it comes down to a realis¬ 
tic chance of success, Hodgson is no 
different from previous England 
managers. 

He needs the real Wayne Rooney to 
return, preferably in time for 
England’s away trip to Poland on 
October 16. 

Not the Rooney who disappointed at 
the World Cup in 2010 and Euro 2012, 
but the Rooney who at his best can 
dictate the ebb and flow of a match 
and change games with one moment 
of genius. 

“The sooner he comes back into our 
fold the better,” admitted Hodgson. 

If that sounded desperate then it 
was not meant to. 

It was meant to be a reasoned analy¬ 
sis of the shortage of experienced and 
world-class quality front players in 
England. 

Just another reason why England 
supporters have come to their senses 
and lowered their expectations.

ANDY Murray’s victory in New York 
continued Britain's amazing year of 
sporting success. Here, the Sports 
Pink reflects on some of the high¬ 
lights ... 

FOOTBALL 

Roberto di Matteo’s Chelsea were 
written off long before reaching the 
European Cup final in Munich in May 
and they were a minute away from 
defeat, having been thoroughly out¬ 
played by hosts Bayern Munich. 

But Didier Drogba provided a fairytale 
finish to his Chelsea career with the 
winning goal in a dra¬ 
matic penalty shoot¬ 
out, after earlier lev¬ 
elling the score with 
a powerful header, 
to enable the club 
to lift the trophy for 
the first time in their 
107-year history. 

However, Chelsea’s hero¬ 
ics could not quite match the frenzy 
from a week earlier when Manchester 
City scored twice in stoppage time to 
beat QPR and be crowned champions 
for the first time in 44 years, pipping 
Manchester United on goal difference. 

GOLF 

Northern Ireland's Rory Mcllroy fol¬ 
lowed up his triumph in the 2011 US 
Open with victory in the PGA 
Championship at Kiawah Island in 
August by a record eight shots for his 
second major championship victory. 

He then cemented his place as world 
number one when his BMW 
Championship victory 
made him the first 
man to win back- 
to-back PGA Tour 
titles since Tiger 
Woods in 2009. 

It was his third 
win in four weeks - 
coming just seven 
days after he landed the 
Deutsche Bank Championship in 
Boston - and means Mcllroy will be 
brimming with confidence going into 
this month’s Ryder Cup showdown 
against the United States. 

OLYMPICS 

Britain exceeded even the wildest 
expectations by amassing 65 medals, 
including 29 golds, for the best haul 
since the first time London hosted the 
Games in 1908 and 18 more than they 
won in Beijing four years earlier. 

Sir Chris Hoy’s sixth gold broke 
records, Ben Ainslie’s 
fourth gold in con¬ 
secutive Games 
made him the 
most successful 
sailor in Olympic 
history and Mo 
Farah, right wrote 
his name in the 
history books by 
becoming the first British man to win a 
long distance gold since 1908 - and 
then repeating the feat a week later. 

Other heroes were Bradley Wiggins, 
Andy Murray and Jessica Ennis, but 
the success was widespread. 

Of the 26 Olympic sports, 16 brought 
medals for the British team and there 
was gold medal success in sports such 
as taekwondo, dressage and the canoe 
slalom for the first time. 

PARALYMPICS 

Great Britain won a record 120 
medals, an increase from 102 in 
Beijing, although the number of golds

Rory Mcllroy, meanwhile, 
has little to no chance, and 
he has ruled the golf world 
and won another major in 
one of the most successful 
seasons ever enjoyed by a 
British golfer.

For once, there are no short¬ 
age of potential Sports 
Personality Award winners. 

There have certainly been 
some barren years, for the 
likes of Zara Phillips, Ryan 
Giggs, Greg Rusedski, 
Michael Owen, Mark 
Cavendish and David 
Beckham to have won it. 

And there have been a 
handful of winners who, 
while their sporting achieve¬ 
ments have merited such an 
honour, have had little ‘per¬ 
sonality’ as such - step for¬ 
ward Nigel Mansell, Steve 
Davis and Damon Hill. 

Not so this year. 

In any ‘normal’ year, Andy 


Murray’s results would ele¬ 
vate him to the top spot. 

Britain’s first men’s singles 
finalist at Wimbledon since 
time immemorial followed up 
by winning Olympic gold on 
the same SW19 courts would 
be reason enough. 

But, throw in his first Grand 
Slam victory after four previ¬ 
ous final defeats, and surely 
Murray will win the Sports 
Personality silverware? 

No. I can’t see it happening. 

One man is the reason why. 

Bradley Wiggins. 

Not only did he claim his 
fourth Olympic gold, but 
prior to the sporting extrava¬ 
ganza that was London 2012, 
which so enraptured a nation, 
he had won the Tour De 
France. As a result, Wiggins 
became the first ever British 
winner of the world’s most 


gruelhng bike race. 

The scale of this victory can¬ 
not be under-estimated. 

It made Wiggins front page 
news in the national press 
prior to the Olympics. 

Wiggins and Murray should 
be the top two in the Sports 
Personality award, though I 
can understand others tip¬ 
ping the likes of Jessica Ennis 
and Mo Farah. 

Indeed, it’s the sign of a pret¬ 
ty immense year when Farah 
can win two Olympic track 
golds - an achievement which 
won Kelly Holmes the BBC 
award eight years ago - and 
not be considered a runaway 
winner. 

Then we come to the 
Paralympics, and what a 
superb fortnight of sport they 
provided too. 

The likes of Ellie 


Simmonds, Sarah Storey, 
Jonnie Peacock and David 
Weir are now virtual house¬ 
hold names in this country. 

Who’d ever have thought 
that? Who ever would have 
thought that one day we 
would be buying national 
newspapers with 

Paralympics coverage on the 
front pages? 

I’ll be honest, not me. 

Critics always accuse the 
press of concentrating on the 
negative, but that certainly 
wasn’t the case during 
London 2012. It was great to 
see, on an almost daily basis, 
a torrent of positive stories 
about British people. 

It’s hard to separate the 
achievements of Weir, 
Simmonds and Storey, all 
multiple gold medallists in 
London 2012. 

Hopefully, their efforts will 
be rewarded by at least one of 
them finishing in the top 
three in the Sports 
Personality award list. 

I can certainly envisage 
such a scenario occurring, 
unless Rory Mcllroy wins the 
Ryder Cup almost single- 
handed for GB and Europe.

Bradley Wiggins, Andy 
Murray, Mo Farah, David 
Weir and a host of others all 
have legitimate claims to the 
2012 SPOTY - an increasing- 
ly-irrelevant award that 
finally has new life breathed 
into it. 

But after such an incredible 
summer of British sport, it 
seems cruel to try and sepa¬ 
rate the historic accomplish¬ 
ments of some of our athletes. 

Let us hope it doesn’t 
descend into a depressing 
debate about whether 
Murray smiles enough for 
you. 

Despite the award’s name, 
this isn’t a prize determined 
by personality...I mean, Ryan 
Giggs and Greg Rusedski 
won it for goodness sake. 

This is about sporting 
achievement - it’s not a 
clown contest. 

It is hard to see the public 
looking past Wiggins, the 
winner of Britain’s first ever 
Tour de France, and Murray, 
the first British man to cap¬ 
ture a grand slam tennis title 
in 76 years. 

But Farah’s 5,000m and 
10,000m double, as well as 
Weir’s four Paralympic 
golds, from distances ranging 
from 800m to the marathon, 
sent a collective tingle down 
the spine of the nation. 

Even as a Scot, I’ll go for 
Wiggins. 

Unlike Murray, Farah and 
Weir, he does have some 
team support, but the Tour is 
such a demanding test of the 
body’s physical capabilities, 
and his achievement was 
simply so historic, it would be 
a shame for it not to be recog¬ 
nised with one final award. 

1 Wiggins, 2 Murray, 3

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fell from 42 to 34, and with it came a 
drop from second to third in the 
medals table. 

Swimmer-turned-cyclist Sarah 
Storey, pictured, rode into the record 
books, equalling the 
11 career gold 
medals won by 
Britain's top mod¬ 
ern-day 
Paralympians 
Baroness Tanni- 
Grey Thompson and 
Dave Roberts. 

Sprinter Jonnie Peacock, 

19, beat Oscar Pistorius to become 
the fastest amputee sprinter in the 
world. 

Peacock took the 100m T44 gold in 
a world-record time. 

Among a host of other heroes, 
wheelchair athlete David Weir collect¬ 
ed four golds - proving as adept in the 
800m as in the marathon - while Ellie 
Simmonds was twice a champion in 
the pool. 



HORSE RACING 

Frankel began the 2012 season as 
the highest-rated horse in the world 
and four demolition jobs 
since May have 
merely cemented 
his status as the 
greatest horse in 
training. 

He supplement¬ 
ed his Lockinge 
Stakes success 
with an 11 -length bat¬ 
tering of his rivals in the Queen Anne 
Stakes at Royal Ascot, before going 
on to justify odds of 1-20 with a facile 
victory in the Sussex Stakes at 
Glorious Goodwood. 

Switching up in distance to 10 fur¬ 
longs in the Juddmonte International 
at York, he gave trainer Sir Henry Cecil 
“a day he will cherish forever” as he 
dished out a seven-length beating and 
extended his unbeaten streak to 13. 




TENNIS 

British women’s tennis has made 
rapid progress in 2012 with the further 
progression of Heather Watson and 
Laura Robson, who knocked out two 
Grand Slam champions, Kim Clijsters 
and Li Na, in the US Open before 
going down bravely to 2011 champion 
Sam Stosur. 

Robson had earlier 
teamed up with 
Andy Murray to 
win a silver medal 
at the Olympics 
after the British 
men’s number one 
had already secured 
gold with a straight- 
sets victory over Roger Federer. 

Murray had earlier gone down fight¬ 
ing in the final at Wimbledon but it all 
came good in New York when he 
achieved his maiden Grand Slam vic¬ 
tory at the fifth attempt with a five-sets 
triumph over Novak Djokovic. 

CYCLING 

Bradley Wiggins was immediately 
installed as favourite to be crowned 
Sports Personality of the Year in May 
when he became the first British win¬ 
ner of the Tour de France. 

Then he made more 
history by becoming 
the first man to win 
the Tour and an 
Olympic gold 
medal in the 
same year. 

Wiggins took his 
Olympic medal tally 
to seven, including 
four golds, to move into third place in 
the list of British Olympians behind 
Chris Hoy and Steve Redgrave. 

Chris Froome had made it a one-two 
for Team Sky at the Tour de France 
and British cycling success continued 
in London with eight gold medals, 
including Sir Chris Hoy's sixth in the 
men's keirin final. 
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ANDY Murray lit up New York earlier 
this week when he won his maiden 
grand slam title at the fifth time of 
asking, seeing off Novak Djokovic at 
the US Open. 

Despite being a British sporting 
hero, Murray remains a Scot at heart 
and joins a pantheon of greats from 
his home country. 

Here, the Sports Pink looks at 
more great sporting Scots. 

SIR CHRIS HOY (CYCLING) 

Became Scotland’s greatest 
Olympian after the track cyclist picked 
up three gold medals at the Beijing 
Games to add to the one he won in 
Athens in 2004. At London 2012 he 
added a fifth with victory in the team 
sprint and a sixth in the keirin, making 
him Britain’s most successful Olympian 
too. 


KEN BUCHANAN (BOXING) 

The first British boxer to be inducted 
into the International Boxing Hall of 
Fame, Buchanan just edges out Jim 
Watt. Became the first British light¬ 
weight champion of the world in 53 
years in 1970 when he beat Ismael 
Laguna on a sweltering September 
night in Puerto Rico. Defended his title 
twice. 


JACKIE STEWART 
(MOTOR RACING) 

The bare statistics tell you how great 
a driver ‘the Flying Scot’ was - three 
Formula One world championships in 
five years between 1969 and 1973 and 
27 victories from 99 grand prix races. 

KENNY DALGLISH (SOCCER) 

Wins a place as Scotland’s greatest 
footballer despite stiff competition from 
the likes of Denis Law and Jim Baxter. 
Scored 172 goals in 511 appearances 
with Liverpool and 30 goals in 102 
appearances for Scotland. Won multi¬ 
ple league titles north and south of the 
border and netted the winning goal for 
Liverpool in the 1978 European Cup 
final. 

SHIRLEY ROBERTSON (SAILING) 

Two-time Olympic gold medallist 
Shirley Robertson merits her place on 
the list. Her first medal - at the Sydney 
Olympics - was the reward for a tena¬ 
cious performance but her second at 
Athens was so comfortable she could 
afford to take the final day off. 

STEPHEN HENDRY (SNOOKER) 

Perhaps the greatest snooker player 
of all time. Hendry won the World 
Championships seven times, a record 
for the modern era. Made 11 147s in 
championship play before retiring at 
the Crucible this year.

ENGLAND start the defence of their 
World Twenty20 crown in the coming 
days and it is going to be a real strug¬ 
gle for them to retain it without Kevin 
Pieter sen. 

Not only does the talismanic 
figure contribute runs of 
course, but sometimes you 
need a presence that scares 
the opposition. 

He does that even when 
he struggles slightly for 
form. 

What has happened in 
recent weeks is a pretty 
sorry tale. 

For it all to have got to the 
point where Pietersen is not involved, 
is a sad day for England and English 
cricket. 

You can be sure of one thing, though 
- England need to perform well not to 
have Pietersen’s absence rammed 
down their throats. 

If they don’t then it will only 
strengthen Pietersen’s hand for a 
quick end to his international exile.

- which won the National League pen¬ 
nant for the New York Giants. 

JOCK STEIN/SIR MATT 

BUSBY/BILL SHANKLY/SIR ALEX 
FERGUSON (SOCCER) 

Included on the list in recognition of 
Scotland’s unique contribution to foot¬ 
ball management. For a country with 
only five million people to have pro¬ 
duced four men who have had such a 
significant impact on the world’s 
favourite game is extraordinary. 
Impossible to choose between them. 

ERIC LIDDELL (ATHLETICS) 

Probably Scotland’s greatest track 
athlete, he achieved fame at the 1924 
Olympics. Missed out on a medal in 
the 100 metres, his best event, 
because his Christian convictions pre¬ 
vented him from competing on a 
Sunday, but went on to win a gold in 
the 400m and bronze in the 200m.

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him over the line. 

But, now he has that, the flood¬ 
gates may well open and he could 
win a stack of Grand Slam titles 
without needing such circum¬ 
stances. 

With Murray it has never been 
about ability, that has never been 
in question. 

But tactics have, as has his men¬ 
tal frailty at times. 

Against Djokovic he proved he 
has got over both of those hurdles, 
and surely it is no coincidence 
that he has done it with Ivan 
Lendl in his corner. 

Murray’s TV interview when he 
arrived at the stadium for the 
final was as impressive an inter¬ 
view as he has ever done. 

His pre semi-final interview was 
the same. He was happy to openly 
discuss his tactics for the upcom¬ 
ing game and did it in a very calm, 
composed and relaxed fashion. 


For the first time, it sent out the 
message that Murray was actual¬ 
ly comfortable to be in this situa¬ 
tion, that he actually believed he 
belonged and he would find a way 
to win. 

He was proved right. 

The final was an epic match, a 
great watch. 

Some of the defensive play from 
both players was staggering, the 
long rallies breathtaking. 

To play at that kind of level for 
five hours is an incredible feat, 
and it was Murray who was the 
one left standing and who was tri¬ 
umphant at the end. 

Can Murray now go on and 
become a multiple Grand Slam 
champion? 

Well, he has done the hardest bit 
and that is getting the first one in 
the bag. 

The more he tried and failed, the 
harder it became. 


If he would have lost this final 
he was in serious danger of never 
winning one. 

No matter how good you are, to 
come back from five Grand Slam 
final defeats would be extremely 
tough. 

Murray may still have to find a 
way to beat two of the big three - 
Federer, Nadal and Djokovic - in 
a row to repeat the feat, some¬ 
thing that he hasn’t found easy in 
the past, often beating one but 
then unable to follow it up to win 
a tournament. 

But from his point of view, he 
must look at Nadal struggling so 
badly with injuries, and Federer 
hitting 31, and proving he can 
beat Djokovic on the biggest 
stage, and wonder whether the 
pathway might just be opening up 
in front of him.

Ex-Saints 
boss happy 
not to be 
involved 
with England 

FORMER Saints boss Harry 
Redknapp has revealed he 
was “quite relieved” at not 
being offered the England 
manager’s job. 

Redknapp, below, was the 
overwhelming favourite to 
take charge of the Three 
Lions’ post vacated by Fabio 
Capello earlier this year but 
was overlooked in favour of 
Roy Hodgson. 

The 65-year-old holds no 
grudges, though, saying: “I 
was enjoying my life at 
Tottenham and I did wonder 
how I would cope, if it hap¬ 
pened, with what is part-time 
football. I do enjoy seeing 
footballers every day; being 
on the training ground. 

“I was driving when I heard 
on the radio that Roy had got 
the job. It happened out of 
the blue. But I didn’t lose 
any sleep over it that night. 

“I was almost quite relieved 
in a way - 
that I had¬ 
n’t been 
given a 
decision to 
make. The 
decision 
had been 
taken away 
from me.” 

Although 
the Football 
Association 
have insisted Roy Hodgson 
was always their first choice, 
Redknapp hinted contractual 
matters with his then club 
Tottenham may have played 
a part in him being over¬ 
looked. 

He said: “When I look back I 
think it was always going to 
be a problem for me. I mean, 

I have to be careful what I 
say here, but I had a con¬ 
tract that was very heavily 
loaded; that anyone who 
wanted to take me, we’re 
talking massive money in 
compensation. 

“The FA would say that it 
wasn’t the reason and it 
wouldn’t be fair on Roy 
Hodgson to say I would have 
had the job had it not been 
for that. But I always felt, 
from day one, that it might 
rule me out. That it might be 
a problem.” 

Redknapp guided Spurs to a 
top four finish in the 
Barclays Premier League last 
season and they only missed 
out on Champions League 
football by virtue of Chelsea 
winning the competition. 
Therefore it came as a sur¬ 
prise when the former West 
Ham, Southampton and 
Portsmouth boss left White 
Hart Lane over the summer, 
replaced by Andre Villas- 
Boas. 

“Looking back I don’t think 
finishing fourth decided it,” 
Redknapp added. “I think the 
club just wanted to make a 
change.”

RICHARD Hill got off to a 
dream start as Eastleigh 
manager by guiding his new 
charges to a 4-2 Blue Square 
Bet South home win over 
third-placed Maidenhead. 

It ended a downward spiral of 
three consecutive defeats for the 
Spitfires in the Blue Square Bet 
South.

WITH just over a month of 
the new season gone, ex- 
Saint Jamie White is aver¬ 
aging a goal a game for Blue 
Square Bet South pace¬ 
makers Salisbury City. 

It comes as no surprise to 
Winchester City owner Paul 
McCarthy who always knew the 
prolific 22-year-old would 
thrive at the higher level after 
plundering goals galore for his 
promoted Sydenhams Premier 
champions last term, writes 
WENDY GEE. 

White announced himself on 
the Conference South scene by 
scoring Salisbury’s opener in 
their 2-1 first-day win over AFC 
Hornchurch and has been regu¬ 
larly contributing to victories 
ever since. 

Four days later he bagged a 
brace in the 2-1 triumph at 
Tonbridge Angels and, having 
struck again in the 3-2 home win 
over Bath City, he was in the 
right place at the right time last 
Saturday as Salisbury saw off 
Eastbourne Borough 1-0 at the 
Raymond McEnhill Stadium. 

Going into today’s round of 
matches, White was the divi¬ 
sion’s joint second top scorer 
with five goals in as many 
games. 

It’s a remarkable upturn in 
fortunes for the lad from 
Harefield whose hopes of a pro¬ 
fessional career with Saints 
were shattered by a cruel spate 
of injuries. 

“I speak to (Salisbury manag¬ 
er) Darrell Clarke a couple of 
times a week and I’ve also spo¬ 
ken to Jamie who says we re¬ 
invented him at Winchester,” 
said McCarthy. 

“Jamie was on the scrapheap

when we got hold of him and we 
made him believe in himself 
again. 

“We got him fit and he reward¬ 
ed us with 54 goals and we’re all 
delighted that he’s carrying that 
on with Salisbury.” 

Although it’s a three-level 
jump from the Sydenhams 
Premier to the Conference 
South, White has actually got 
off to a better start with 
Salisbury than he did when he 
first arrived at Winchester ten 
games into last season following 
a stint in Australia. 

“Jamie didn’t score in his first 
couple of games for us, so he’s 
already ahead on the stats,” 
said McCarthy. 

“I think he’ll score 30-odd 
goals for Salisbury this season 
and I really hope he does. He 
deserves it after so much bad 
luck. 

“Jamie’s a player, not a com¬ 
modity, but if he does get sold 
on from Salisbury it’s nice to 
know that Winchester will be 
looked after because we’ve got a 
sell-on clause.” 

White’s dramatic winner 


against Eastbourne last 
Saturday came just in the nick 
of time. 

The Sussex visitors, managed 
by former Salisbury boss and 
ex-Saint Tommy Widdrington, 
proved a hard nut to crack until 
the arrival of fit-again City sub¬ 
stitute Robbie Matthews. 

With 84 minutes on the clock 
Matthews put White through on 
goal and, although keeper 
Danny Potter blocked his first 
attempt, the menacing marks¬ 
man was alert to the rebound as 
City maintained their 100 per 
cent start at the Ray Mac. 

Admitting it was an irritating 
game of football, Clarke - 
awarded the BSB South manag- 
er-of-the-month award for 
August - said: “I am just pleased 
to have got the result we wanted 
in the end. 

“It was an incredibly frustrat¬ 
ing afternoon and we need to 
keep on progressing and 
improving. 

“We made a similar start to 
last season but, although we’re 
top, we must carry on taking 
each game as it comes.” 

New boy Garyn Preen, signed 
on a non-contract basis, was 
given a run-out towards the 
end. 

Clarke was impressed with the 
former Saints youngster, 20, 
who has represented Wales at 
under-17 and 19 level and 
played for Burton Albion and 
Welsh outfit Neath. 

“He did well when he came 
on,” said the boss. “Garyn is 
working really hard to try to 
earn himself a full-time con¬ 
tract.” 

The Whites have been handed 
a trip to Sydenhams Premier 
outfit Newport IoW in the FA 
Cup second qualifying round 
next Saturday.

adamant he will not be moving onwards and 
upwards until next season at the very earliest. 

Feeney had a brief taste of the Southern 
League high life with Gosport Borough towards 
the end of last season, featuring as an early sub¬ 
stitute in their South & West play-off final vic¬ 
tory at Poole Town. 

He initially agreed to dual-sign again for the 
Southern Premier new boys, but later met with 
Gosport manager Alex Pike to explain his work 
situation and said he didn’t want to be con¬ 
stantly hopping between two changing rooms. 

It was mutually agreed he would stay with 
Totton & Eling this season and review things 
once he finishes his apprenticeship. 

“I played six or seven games for Gosport 
including the play-off final when I went on as a 
sub after ten minutes when Dan Wooden got 
injured,” he said. 

“They wanted me to dual-sign this season but 
I said I didn’t want to be in two changing rooms 
and that I’d prefer to stay at Totton & Eling, get 
more experience and then move up. 

“Alex Pike agreed with me that it could have 
been disruptive (playing for both clubs) and 
that it was best to get more experience where I 
am. 

“Alex said he liked me and they were keen to 
have me there, but they’ve got such a good 
strikeforce with people like Justin Bennett.” 

Last season Feeney not only got the benefit of 
playing alongside Bennett, but also Football 
League veteran Steve Claridge who finally 
hung up his boots at the age of 46 after helping 
Gosport realise their Premier Division dream. 

“Being at Gosport taught me a lot,” said 
Feeney. “Justin Bennett’s a great player and I 
couldn’t believe I was playing alongside Steve 
Claridge!

“The thing I learned from Steve was how calm 
he is on the ball. At 46, he’s not the quickest, but 
he knows how not to lose the ball and he knows 
what other people are doing.”

“Three of the headers I’ve scored have come 
from corners. Jo’s told me how to judge my 
movement, where I should go and what to do. 

“We try to get three big lads into the box so 
that defenders focus on them and not me.”

But he said: “Craig’s not going anywhere at 
the moments so it would be best if they retire 
from ringing me!

DEPARTED Eastleigh boss Ian Baird says 
he needs a bit of time to take stock before 
plotting his return to football. 

While the end of his five-year reign as 
Spitfires boss came as a bitter disappoint¬ 
ment to the 48-year-old ex-Saint, there 
was a tangible sense of relief that an 
increasingly stressful chapter in his 
career had been brought to a close. 

Having wooed Baird from south coast 
rivals Havant & Waterlooville in October 
2007, Eastleigh were rewarded with a 
promising sixth-placed finish in the Blue 
Square Bet South. 

The following season was better still 
with the Spitfires soaring to an all-time 
high of third spot, only to have their pro¬ 
motion hopes crushed in the play-offs. 

That was to be the closest Baird came to 
realising Eastleigh’s dreams of delivering 
Conference National football to Stoneham 
Lane with the club finishing 11th and 8th 
in the following two seasons. 

With the recession biting and the club 
favouring a change of direction, Eastleigh 
released the majority of their senior play¬ 
ers last summer and launched a player 
development scheme comprising a hand¬ 
ful of youngsters who trained full time. 

Baird likened his challenge to “climbing 
Everest in flip-flops” but, after a tricky 
start, results had just started to pick up 
when Bridle Insurance arrived on the 
scene with ambitious plans to turn 
Eastleigh into a Football League club. 

Player recruitment began immediately 
with Bridle directors Stewart Donald and 
Neil Fox giving Baird the go-ahead to 
draft in quality reinforcements like 
Damian Scanned, Mitchell Nelson and 
Daryl McMahon. 

There was no pressure on Baird to pro¬ 
duce instant results, it was all about 
mounting a major promotion push this 
season. 

Another 11 players of proven Football 
League/Conference ability were snapped 
up during the summer, prompting league 
sponsors Blue Square to install the 
Spitfires favourites as 4/1 title favourites. 

But with rival clubs determined to cut 
the ‘big spenders’ down to size, Baird 
always knew he was on a hiding to noth¬ 
ing if results didn’t go as planned. 

A 3-0 opening day defeat at Boreham 
Wood was hardly the best of starts, but 
there were grounds for optimism when, 
after 1-1 at home with Basingstoke, 
Eastleigh banged in six goals without 
reply to see off Weston-super-Mare and 
Havant & Waterlooville. 

However, the alarm bells began ringing 
again when they were physically over¬ 
powered by Dover in a costly 25-minute 
spell at the Silverlake. 

And, although they were desperately 
unlucky to lose 1-0 at Dorchester four 
days later, last Saturday’s 4-0 shambles at 
Billericay drove the final nail into the 
manager’s coffin. 

After a Monday afternoon board meet¬ 
ing at the Silverlake, Baird was called in 
for a chat with Donald who told him it was 
“time for a new direction.” 

Baird had only good things to say about 
the Bridle pair, acknowledging: j 
“Stewart Donald has been an absolute 
gentleman and unbelievably support¬ 
ive. He’s been spot on with me, as has U 
Neil Fox, and I’ve no issues with them L

“As I said to Stewart, I don’t agree with 
the decision, but I respect it.” 

It was the events prior to Donald and 
Fox’s arrival that had really begun to 
wear Baird down. 

He often said the Spitfires’ expectation 
levels were unrealistically high for a club 
that, just a decade ago, was plying its 
trade in the Wessex League. 

Anonymous supporters spouting their 
opinions on the fans’ forum was another 
of his pet hates and he famously dubbed 
them “faceless internet gangers.” 

And he was less than impressed in 
January 2011 when he discovered 
Eastleigh had sounded out ex-Salisbury 
boss Tommy Widdrington about possible 
future interest in the manager’s job. 

Reflecting on his time at the club, Baird 
- who signed a contract until the end of 
this season following ‘Widdringtongate’ - 
said: “I need to gather my thoughts a bit 
now because it’s been quite stressful at 
Eastleigh - particularly over the last two 
years. 

“It was like a breath of fresh air when 
Stewart and Foxy came in, they’ve been 
more than helpful, but it’s been one battle 
after another. 

“Overall I enjoyed my time there, but 
not the last two years. There’s been so 
much politics in the background and it’s 
been non-stop dealing with that.” 

Baird, partner in a scaffolding firm and 
a property rental business, said: “Leaving 
Eastleigh hasn’t left me unemployed, but 
it has certainly left a void.” 

Thanking Baird for his services, Fox 
said: “He’s a terrific guy and it was nice to 
read his comments about us in The Echo 
this week. We genuinely have the utmost 
respect for each other. 

“We are certain Ian will be back in foot¬ 
ball very soon. 

“The game will be a 
man short if 
not.”

Openers Maddy and Varun 
Chopra took a different approach 
to Hampshire, putting on 53 for the 
first wicket at a measured pace. 

But the inability of 
Warwickshire’s batsmen, with the 
exception of Bell, to build on 
strong starts to their innings 
proved to be the Bears’ undoing. 

Chopra was caught by Adams off 
a Chris Wood slower ball for 26 and 
Maddy then went for 35 after chip¬ 
ping Liam Dawson to mid-wicket 


as Warwickshire slipped to 89 for 
two. 

Ambrose smashed Katich for two 
fours as he and Bell guided 
Warwickshire past the 100 mark 
before the wicketkeeper was 
caught behind off Wood for 26. 

When Troughton followed soon 
after for five, the responsibility for 
Warwickshire’s double bid had 
fallen squarely on Bell’s shoul¬ 
ders. 

The England batsman enjoyed 
taking on the Hampshire bowling, 
scoring nine fours and a six as he 
guided Warwickshire to the brink 
of victory. 

With 10 overs remaining, 
Warwickshire were on 191 for four, 
exactly where Hampshire had 
been at the same point in their 
innings.

finally succumbing, caught in the 
deep by Carberry off Woakes. 

Warwickshire still required 27 
from the final three overs and 
Woakes did his best with an 
unbeaten 24, including successive 
boundaries off Wood to leave the 
Bears requiring seven from the 
last six balls. 

When Kabir bowled Blackwell, 
that equation changed to five from 
three before Carter’s sublime 
cover drive brought the scores 
level. 

But amid unbearable tension, 
with many on the Warwickshire 
balcony unable to watch, Carter 
could not get a bat on the final 
delivery of the match. 

Wicketkeeper Michael Bates did 
brilliantly to gather Kabir’s full 
delivery and preserve the dot ball, 
undoubtedly the most celebrated 
dot ball of Hampshire’s tri¬ 
umphant season. 


HAMPSHIRE captain Jimmy Adams 
paid tribute to his bowlers after their 
dramatic Clydesdale Bank 40 final 
victory over Warwickshire at Lord’s. 

Neil Carter failed to score off the 
last ball of the game, bowled by 
Kabir AM, meaning Hampshire won 
by virtue of losing fewer wickets 
after both sides finished on 244. 

“It hasn’t sunk in. Kabir did a great 
job and the seamers held their 
nerve and we just snuck over,” said 
the skipper, who was named man of 
the match after his 66. 

“I have been a bit short of runs, the 
last few games I have come good. 

I’m just very happy to contribute 
today.” 

With regulars Dimitri Mascarenhas 
and Danny Briggs missing from the 
side, there was pressure on fringe 


players such as Kabir to step up. 
They did and Adams was keen to 
pay tribute to their performance. 

“They have been brilliant today,” 
he added. 

“We are missing a few guys but 
the others came in and made it 
count. It has been a great day’s 
cricket and we are fortunate to 
come out on the right side of it.” 

The win adds to their trophy haul 
for the campaign after their 
Twenty20 triumph earlier in the sea¬ 
son and Kabir spoke of his nerves 
as he ran up to bowl the final deliv¬ 
ery. 

“Jimmy (Adams) told me to try and 
get the dot ball,” he said. “I had 
been working on them for a while. 
My heart was pumping quite fast 
but I managed to control it.”

DANNY’S 


IT will be notable for the absence of Kevin 
Pietersen, but could be the tournament that 
sees Danny Briggs become an England star. 

The World Twenty20 begins on Tuesday with 
Briggs included in a 15-man England squad attempt¬ 
ing to defend the title won in 2010, largely due to 
Pietersen’s brilliance, writes SIMON WALTER. 

Whatever you make of Pietersen’s absence this 
time, there is little doubt that England are a poorer 
side without him. 

He was named player of the tournament when 
England won in Barbados two years ago, but will be 
in the commentary box this time. 

England’s series-levelling performance against 
South Africa gives plenty of reason for optimism. 

And there is a good chance that Briggs could 
play more than just a bit part after impressing 
on his Twenty20 international debut against 
South Africa on Wednesday night. 

Picked ahead of Samit Patel, Briggs took the 
new ball when the Proteas replied to England’s 
118-5. 

His 2-16 in the 11-over slog will have done him 
no harm. 

Briggs’ dismissal of Faf du Plessis - caught at cover 
by Eoin Morgan via a leading edge - with the last of 
his 12 deliveries is a great memory for him to take to 
the sub continent. 

Clearly, conditions in Sri Lanka will suit him. 

It is why he has been picked as one of three spin¬ 
ners, alongside Graeme Swann and Patel. 

There is little doubt that Swann and Patel will play 
the first game, against the might of Afghanistan in 
Colombo on Friday. 

Both offer more with the bat than Briggs, 
but do not rule out England going 
with three spinners. 

Briggs’ star has risen inexorably 
since making his Hampshire 
debut just three years ago. 

The following summer he helped 
Hampshire win the 2010 Friends 
Life t20 and he was also a key per¬ 
former as the Royals reached the 
2011 semi-finals before starring in 
last month’s final at the Swalec. 

While he is the youngest English 
spinner to take 100 first-class wick¬ 
ets since Derek Underwood, it is as a 
limited-overs bowler that he has 
really made his mark. 

His skills with the white ball are 
far from limited, as he showed when 
he took 2-39 on his one-day interna¬ 
tional debut against Pakistan in 
February. 

While he does not spin the ball as much as some, 
his strength is his control of flight and pace, the sub¬ 
tle nuances that have already brought him 119 limit¬ 
ed-overs wickets for Hampshire - and he is still only 
21 . 

Briggs’ maturity is a great strength of his. 

As Dimi Mascarenhas pointed out after the t20 
final, he bowls like a spinner twice his age. 

He is also mature off the pitch. 

His wedding to childhood sweetheart Linsey will 
either be rescheduled for a second time (his England 
commitments clashed with the original date) or limit 
his Champions League availability next month. 

But Hampshire’s management must be happy that 
he is so keen to settle down. 

He is certainly not the type to let success go to his 
head. 

Briggs was first called up to England’s Twenty20 
squad for two matches against the West Indies at the 
end of last season, when Durham leg-spinner Scott 
Borthwick was preferred. 

A year on, he is suddenly in real contention, espe¬ 
cially as Swann’s elbow trouble is a continual source 
of concern. 

It was a disgrace that he was not allowed to play in 
the Clydesdale Bank 40 final, the England and Wales 
Cricket Board dictating that he should fly out to Sri 
Lanka with the rest of the squad this week.

BetVictor are so sure England will fal¬ 
ter that they will refund all losing bets of 
up to £50 on the outright 
winner market if Stuart 
Broad’s side do 
manage to recap¬ 
ture the sparkle 
shown in the 
Caribbean last 
time. 

Sri Lanka have pro¬ 
vided the top batsman for the 
last two renewals, with Mahela 
Jayawardene 18/1 to head the 
runs chart again and 
Tillakaratne Dilshan 20/1 to 
match his 2009 heroics on 
home turf. 

Favourite for this market is 
West Indies kingpin Chris Gayle 
at 8/1 with Coral. 

Veteran Sri Lanka bowler 
Lasith Malinga is 10/1 to take 
most wickets, with Pakistan’s 
Umar Gul 25/1 to secure this 
title for the third time in four 
attempts and England’s Graeme 
Swann available at the same price. 

Swann can also be backed at 7/2 with 
Ladbrokes to be the Three Lions’ best 
bowler, with Steven Finn next in the 
betting at 15/4 with Sportingbet and 
Broad a 4/1 chance there.

AUSTRALIA may be ranked ninth in the 
world at Twenty20 cricket, but Test 
captain Michael Clarke is confident they 
can upset the formbook at the forth¬ 
coming World Cup. 

The ex-Flampshire man will be a mere 
observer when the tournament kicks off 
later this month, having retired from the 
shortest form of the game in January. 

George Bailey will captain the side as 
a result, and has yet to achieve the sort 
of success demanded of a Baggy 
Green captain. 

But Clarke has the belief that Bailey 
and the rest of the side 
can prove their 
doubters wrong in 
Sri Lanka. 

“We can win the 
Twenty20 World 
Cup for sure,” he 
said. 

“We’ve got the talent and I think we 
showed that in our last game against 
Pakistan in the UAE. 

“We’ve showed it in patches over the 
last couple of years and we made the 
final the last time around, and I hope we 
can go one better.” 

In the absence of the likes of Clarke 
and Ricky Ponting - seasoned heads 
intrinsically linked with modern-day 
Australian cricket - the likes of Bailey, 
Flampshire all-rounder Glenn Maxwell 
and Matthew Wade have been given 
their chance. 

The side looks dramatically different 
as a result, and Clarke added: “This is a 
different Australian team and we need 
to turn things around. 

“What better time to do it than at the 
World Cup.”

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“If you ever see me in a Lycra suit 
again, you have my permission to 
shoot me” - Britain’s Anthony Peddle 
comes over all Steve Redgrave as he 
decides his seventh Games will be 
his last after finishing eighth in the 
men’s under-48kg category of pow¬ 
erlifting. 

“I fell out of the gate because the 
f™* gate didn’t open. I’ve wasted 
four years of my life to ride in front of 
6,000 people. Do you know what it’s 
like to dedicate four years of your life... 

I can’t even express it, there aren’t the 
f****** words” - angry British rider 
Jody Cundy venting his frustration 
after race officials ruled he was not 
entitled to a restart in the C4/5 one- 
kilometre time-trial. 

“I’m going to get two - that’s really 
big-headed” - Hannah Cockroft after 
winning gold in the T34 100 metres. 
She did - adding a second gold in 
the T34 200m. 

“Today I came and saw and con¬ 
quered. That’s why I gave the two-gun 
salute at the end” - Richard 
Whitehead on his muscle-flexing cel¬ 
ebration after winning gold in the 
men’s T42 200 metres.

- Ellie Simmonds, mindful of an earli¬ 
er encounter with Prime Minister 
David Cameron at Downing Street, is 
glad to meet him again at her HQ, 
the Aquatics Centre on the Olympic 
Park. 

“I was very, very angry. I didn’t even 
know I could be that angry” - 

Ukraine’s Mariia Pomazan on the 
scoring blunder which saw her 
downgraded from gold to silver in 
F35/36 discus. She went on to win 
shot put gold and, eventually, hand¬ 
ed back her discus gold to the IPC. 

“It had to be done. I couldn’t have my 
little brother beating me” - British ath¬ 
lete Libby Clegg, who took silver in 
the T12 100m moments after her 
brother James won a swimming 
bronze in the SI 2 100m butterfly.

MAGICAL, mind-blow¬ 
ing and marvellous are 
just some of the 
superlatives used to 
describe the London 
2012 Paralympic 
Games. 

The XIV Games were the 
best yet, exceeded the 
expectations of all and can 
mark a new beginning for 
Paralympic sport, writes 
MATT McGEEHAN. 

Those of us fortunate 
enough to have followed 
Paralympic sport knew of 
the potential. 

The realisation of a 
vision brought knowing 
smiles, while everyone 
else to have embraced the 
Games were equally as 
delighted. 

All of our minds have 
been expanded and 
astounded by the power of 
humanity as more than 
4,200 athletes from 164 
nations pushed them¬ 
selves to the limits of their 
physical ability in search 
of one of 503 gold medals 
over 11 days of sporting 
competition. 

One of the Games' aims 
were to change percep¬ 
tions. 

Now talk is of what is 
possible, rather than what 
is not. 

Britain’s Sarah Storey 
has won 11 Paralympic 
titles in a career which 
began as a 14-year-old 
swimmer in Barcelona in 
1992 and saw her claim 
four gold medals as a 
cyclist in London. She has 
seen how perceptions 
have changed across six 
Games. 

“People are now starting 
to look and say this is just 
elite sport,” Storey said. 

“When I first made the 
team I had older athletes 
within swimming saying 
‘whatever you do do not 
let them call you brave 
and courageous. This is

our fight. We must stop it’. 

“People just saw disabili¬ 
ty as the thing that was in 
front of them and not 
sport. 

“I’ve not seen any patro¬ 
nising comments during 
these Games and that was 
the one hope we had. 

“I’m just so proud to 
have been a part of that 
journey and to see that 
change.” 

We all looked on in won¬ 
der at the sporting feats 
achieved. 

From American archer 


Matt Stutzman, who fires 
his bow using his jaw after 
being born without arms, 
to Chinese swimmer Xu 
Qing a double amputee 
who kicked like a motor- 
boat and always finished 
first. 

Xu won four titles in the 
pool as China finished top 
of the medal table with 95 
gold medals, six more than 
they won in Beijing in 
their home Games, in a 
remarkable show of force. 

Not a seat was to be 
found at the Aquatics 


Centre, Olympic Stadium 
and other venues. 

Crowds queued to get a 
glimpse of Paralympic- 
only sports like wheel¬ 
chair rugby and goalball. 

This was not just about 
curiosity. 

It was about satisfying a 
thirst to witness sporting 
competition. 

Yes, there were partisan 
crowds waving Union 
Flags and cheering the 
British competitors loud¬ 
ly, but they were also 
there to see the blind and 


visually impaired long 
jump, to sample the ten¬ 
sion of the boccia and to 
wince at the collisions in 
wheelchair basketball and 
murderball. 

Oscar Pistorius remains 
a poster boy of the 
Paralympic movement, 
but there are now numer¬ 
ous others. 

David Weir, winner of 
four titles from 800m to 
marathon in his home 
town; Alex Zanardi, the 
Formula One driver 
turned Paralympic cham-

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hand-cyclist; multi¬ 
ple swimming champions 
Matthew Cowdrey of 
Australia and Daniel Dias 
of Brazil. 

There are poster girls 
too. 

Dutch ace Esther 
Vergeer, who has now 
won 470 successive wheel¬ 
chair tennis singles 
matches; Australian 
swimmer Jacqueline 
Freney, who won eight 
titles; and South African 
Natalie du Toit, who 
bowed out of swimming 


with three London golds 
and 13 across three 
Paralympics. 

There were controver¬ 
sies too. 

Jody Cundy’s rage in 
the velodrome, Pistorius’ 
comments on the length 
of a rival’s prosthetic run¬ 
ning blades and the clas¬ 
sification furore which 
surrounded three 

American swimmers, 
particularly Victoria 
Arlen, who responded 
from the uncertainty to 
win one gold and three 


silver medals. 

The International 
Paralympic Committee 
recognise the flaws in the 
Games and the potential 
of the classification sys¬ 
tem - best compared to 
weight divisions in sports 
such as boxing -to cause 
confusion. 

Classification is impera¬ 
tive to the sport and the 
IPC are working to 
ensure clarity in future. 

Britain has embraced 
Paralympic sport as 
sporting spectacle. 


The lasting 
legacy of 
the Games 


PARALYMPIC organisers hailed the “seismic 
effect in shifting public attitudes” to disabili¬ 
ty sports claiming the Games have changed 
public perceptions forever. 

London 2012 chairman Sebastian Coe 
praised the “extraordinary summer of sport”, 
which has made household names of home¬ 
grown Paralympians such as swimmer Ellie 
Simmonds, wheelchair racer David Weir, pic¬ 
tured, and sprinter Jonnie Peacock. 

And he said the Paralympics coverage had 
helped raise awareness of disability in sport, 
providing a lasting legacy. 

Reflecting on the Games, Coe said: “We set a 
goal to create awareness, I really think we 
have done that in helping converting some of 
those extraordinary talents into household 
names. 

“I really genuinely think we have had a seis¬ 
mic effect in shifting public attitudes. I don’t 
think people will ever see sport the 
same way again, I don’t think 
they will ever see disability in j 
the same way again. 

“One of the most powerful 
observations was made to 
me, by one of our volun¬ 
teers, who talked about 
having lifted some of the ^ I 
clouds of limitation.” 

Coe’s comments come as ^ 
new research shows eight 
in 10 British adults say 
that Paralympics 2012 has 
had a positive impact on 
the way disabled people are 
viewed by the public. ^ 

According to an Ipsos MORI 1 “ 

poll, three in four Britons say the 
Paralympics have had a positive effect on the 
mood of the British public. 

Coe said: “The real challenge is to maintain 
sustainable and meaningful change. 

“I would like to think that by extending the 
excitement from the Olympic Games into the 
Paralympic Games that exhilaration has led 
to a greater education. I think people will 
leave understanding a great deal more about 
the world they are living in.” 

Sir Philip Craven, former wheelchair bas¬ 
ketball athlete and president of the 
International Paralympic Committee, said he 
was “above the landscape, floating on cloud 
nine or sometimes 10 and 11” following the 
success of this year’s Paralympics. 

He said the Games would “live on”, but said 
more work needed to be done in schools to 
ensure a fitting sporting legacy was left. 

“Sport and physical education in schools for 
everyone should be a priority subject,” he 
added. 

“This is where you become fit, you interact 
with your friends, you learn about life. 

“That isn’t to get new gold medal winners, 
that will happen, it is for everyone to partici¬ 
pate and taste the sport they want to play.” 

Coe said “political energy” was also needed 
to ensure momentum from the Paralympics 
continued without “four years of wilderness” 
until the next Games, in Rio. 

He added: “There is not an easy ‘five weeks 
to thin thighs’ trip here. It is not the six easy 
steps to freedom. It is going to need political 
energy, there is no question about that.”

What now for 201 2 


Sir Ian Botham’s first impression of 
Robin Jackman was not good. 

As a member of a Surrey team con¬ 
sidered “an arrogant bunch” according 
to Beefy, his theatrical appealing to 
umpires made him “particularly irritat¬ 
ing.” 

Thankfully, Sir Ian’s opinion has mel¬ 
lowed over the years, especially after 
the pair visited the West Indies (and 
Jackman was controversially deported 
from Guyana) as part of England’s 
1980/81 tour. 

Today, Botham considers Jackman a 
close friend and reading this excellent 
biography, one suspects there have 
been a few glasses raised over the 
past 30 years which have cemented 
their friendship. 

Robin Jackman initially dreamt of 
becoming an actor, like his well-known 
thespian uncle, Patrick Cargill, until the 
avuncular Cargill dissuaded him, 
whereupon young Jackman (he was 11 
at the time) announced that he would 
instead play for Surrey and England. 

And so it proved. 

Jackman was a determined character 
who required only a modicum of fine- 
tuning to develop into an outstanding 
cricketer. He is, he says, “the product 
of three essential elements: what 
boarding school taught me, what my 
parents taught me and what cricket 
taught 
me.” 

His early 
career, 
which was 
to account 
for expul¬ 
sion from 
Guyana, 
was spent 
in South 
Africa and 
his won¬ 
derful 
descrip¬ 
tions of 
cricket 
there are 

mixed with a steady supply of amus¬ 
ing, thoughtful and occasionally reflec¬ 
tive anecdotes, so adding a steady 
pace to the narrative. 

From cooking beef curry in the bath 
to using alternative words for 
Maltesers, which ensure you never 
date the girl again, this is a tale which 
never drags. 

Jackman is, of course, better known 
here for his ultra-professional perfor¬ 
mances for Surrey and, rather belated¬ 
ly, for England. 

But this is no chronological re-write 
of matches played and wickets taken; 
the man appears to have genuinely 
enjoyed the game and everything asso¬ 
ciated with it. 

As Botham points out, Robin 
Jackman had the misfortune to be 
around at a time when England had a 
supply of excellent bowlers. 

Perhaps his South African links 
played a role in his absence from 
England squads, for when he was 
called up to tour the West Indies it was 
nearly cancelled. 

We may be approaching the finale to 
the domestic cricket campaign, but A 
Life in Cricket is an ideal accompani¬ 
ment for those who wish to extend the 
season a little longer.

AFTER the big build and 
the gold rush comes the 
transformation of the 
Olympic Park. 

Transformation of the 560- 
acre site in Stratford, east 
London, into the Queen 
Elizabeth Olympic Park is 
set to take 18 months from 
October. 

The sweeping scale of the 
project, ever since July 2005 
when London won the right 
to stage the 2012 Games, has 
seen the area turn from 
brown to green and gold. 

The site, a pocket of large¬ 
ly industrial wasteland in a 
deprived stretch of London’s 
East End, was the subject of 
the biggest and most com¬ 
plex compulsory purchase 
orders in British history. 

Businesses including a fish 
smokery, residents, trav¬ 
ellers, allotment holders 
and cyclists were among the 
2,220 different land interests 
across the site that were 
found new homes, some 
amid protracted negotia¬ 
tions with planners. 

Cutting-edge award-win¬ 
ning architecture such as 
the wave-like velodrome, 
nicknamed The Pringle, are 
now in place along with 
colourful wild flowers and 
beds which were expertly 
raised and planted to bloom 
in time for the Games. 

After two years of research 
riverbank meadows of bee- 
friendly cornflowers, 
marigolds, Californian pop¬ 
pies and prairie flowers, 
especially designed to 
flower late by Sheffield 
University’s international 
wildflower expert Professor 
Nigel Dunnett, were planted. 

They bloomed gold just in 
time for the Olympic open¬ 
ing ceremony. 

The last of more than ten 
football fields’ worth of nec¬ 
tar-rich wildflower mead¬ 
ows were sown in May as 
gardens, lawns, woodlands 
and wetlands that provided 
not only the colourful set¬ 
ting for the Games but also, 
if the plans become a reality, 
a new park for people and 
wildlife for generations to 
come. 

The bulk of the planting of 
the 4,000 trees, 300,000 wet¬ 
land plants, 15,000 square 
metres of lawns and more 
than 150,000 perennial 
plants and bushes in the 
Olympic Park and Village 
was completed in the 
autumn by the Olympic 
Delivery Authority. 

Now the site is ready for 
another transformation. 

Construction workers will 
return once again to turn a 
complex of arenas, pools 
and buildings which have 



become so familiar to so 
many television viewers 
across the globe into the 
newly-named Queen 

Elizabeth Olympic Park. 

The new-look Park is set to 
reopen to the public in phas¬ 
es from July 27 next year - a 
year after the opening of the 
London 2012 Olympics. 

In a nutshell, according to 
the plans, the new Park will 
include 257 acres of open 
space, 6.5 km of waterways, 
nine direct rail links, five 
world-class sports venues, 
2,000 events hosted annually 
and five new neighbour¬ 
hoods. 

If all goes to plan, the tar¬ 


get is for 9.3 million visitors 
to pass through it annually 
from 2016. 

The plans involve the 
removal of temporary 
venues from the Olympic 
Park after the Paralympics, 
such as the Basketball 
Arena. 

Balfour Beatty will also 
remove the temporary seat¬ 
ing from the Aquatics 
Centre, leaving 2,500 seats 
for future use. 

Major international com¬ 
petitions will be held at the 
Olympic Stadium, even 
though its new tenants have 
not yet been confirmed. 

Four bids are in the run¬ 


ning to make the showpiece 
venue their new home after 
the Games. 

Bids from West Ham 
United, Leyton Orient, 
Intelligent Transport 
Services in association with 
Formula One, and UCFB 
College of Football Business 
will be assessed to ensure 
they are compliant, before 
being evaluated ahead of 
negotiations, according to 
the London Legacy 
Development Corporation 
(LLDC). 

It is set to become the new 
national home for athletics 
and to host the IAAF 2017 
World Athletics 


Championships. 

The venue has been ear¬ 
marked to become a leading 
centre for technology, 
design and research which 
could generate more than 
4,000 jobs. 

Up to 20,000 journalists 
used the venue during the 
Games. Afterwards, the 
Broadcast Centre will offer 
95,000 sq ft of office space 
over five floors and 575,000 
sq ft of commercial space 
over two floors. 

The five-storey press cen¬ 
tre will provide around 
317,000 sq ft of prime office 
space with the potential for 
retail use on the ground

floor. 

The aim is for it to be a dig¬ 
ital hub which could use 
local east London talent but 
also with a community focus 
after the Games. 

A conference centre and a 
pedestrian square for broad¬ 
casting major sporting 
events, along with cafes, 
restaurants and bars, are 
among the plans. 

The LLDC claims it has set 
“tough but achievable” 
requirements that must be 
met before any agreement 
for lease is formally signed. 

Estimates suggest 800,000 
visitors a year will use the 
Aquatics Centre when the 


Park reopens. 

The two temporary wings 
will be stripped away to cut 
the capacity to 2,500 after 
the Games. It will be possi¬ 
ble to increase the venue 
capacity for major competi¬ 
tions, the LLDC said. 

It had a 17,500-capacity for 
the Games, under a 160m x 
80m wave-like roof which 
has a longer single span 
than Heathrow Terminal 5. 

It features a 50m competi¬ 
tion pool, a 25m competition 
diving pool, a 50m warm-up 
pool and a "dry" warm-up 
area for divers. 

Users will range from com¬ 
munity clubs to schools and 


elite swimmers, and the 
venue’s moveable booms 
and floors can be shifted to 
create different depths and 
pool sizes to fit swimmers of 
various abilities and experi¬ 
ence. 

A creche, changing facili¬ 
ties, a cafe and a new public 
plaza in front of the building 
are some of the features that 
will be installed. 

Greenwich Leisure 

Limited has been named as 
the operator. 

The Copper Box, where the 
handball and some modern 
pentathlon disciplines were 
held, is to become a multi¬ 
use sports centre for the 


community, athlete training 
and events. 

Greenwich Leisure 

Limited has again been 
named as operator. 

Its flexible design and 
retractable seating mean it 
will be suitable for activities 
ranging from international 
competition to community 
sports. 

Legacy chiefs hope indoor 
sports such as basketball, 
handball, badminton, box¬ 
ing, martial arts, netball, 
table tennis, wheelchair 
rugby and volleyball could 
be played there. 

A health and fitness club 
with changing facilities and 


a cafe for use by the local 
community are also 
planned. 

Temporary areas used for 
the media and technology 
equipment during the 
Games will be converted to 
provide extra spectator 
facilities. The athletes’ 
changing rooms will be 
turned into changing areas. 

The first homes on the 
Park are to be ready at the 
end of 2014. 

The North Park, a nature- 
themed community sector 
and playground also includ¬ 
ing the 7,500 multi-use sport, 
entertainment and commu¬ 
nity arena, will be the first 
area to reopen in July next 
year. 

The east London boroughs 
of Hackney, Tower Hamlets 
and Waltham Forest will all 
have entrances to the North 
Park and visitors could walk 
there through Eton Manor. 

The rest of the North Park, 
including the Lee Valley 
VeloPark and more visitor 
access points, is set to open 
at the end of 2013. 

The South Plaza, sitting 
between the Olympic 
Stadium, Aquatics Centre 
and the ArcelorMittal Orbit, 
is set to open at Easter 2014. 

At this point visitors will 
have access to the whole of 
the Park. 

A series of green spaces 
will mark out this area. 

For the green-fingered or 
the would-be gardeners, 
more than a hectare of allot¬ 
ments has been earmarked 
to sit to the north of the 
Greenway. 

Fencing, paths, sheds, 
water supply, composting 
facilities and a small com¬ 
munal building have been 
promised. 

New entrances will open 
via Westfield shopping cen¬ 
tre and Stratford High 
Street in Newham. 

Planners see this area as 
tree-lined promenades 
which connect spaces that 
can be used in a variety of 
ways, including for cultural 
programmes, pop-up street 
food stalls and community 
events. 

Structures used during the 
Games, such as temporary 
venues, bridges, walkways 
and roads, will be stripped 
out during the transforma¬ 
tion. 

The closure is also when 
the Park will be connected 
to the surrounding area 
with new roads, cycleways 
and foot paths. 

Permanent venues, 

bridges and parklands will 
be completed ready for 
everyday use by residents 
and visitors during this 
time.
